The USDA’s Home Ad- 
ininiwtration rasied its basic 
interest rates on rural 
housing, farm operations 
and disaster emergency 
loans to 13%, Dec. 20, 
USD A said. 

Reports CNS, FmHA 
attributed the increase to

Screwworm eradication 
makes speedy progress 


Screwworms were eradi¬ 
cated from the southeastern 
U.S. in 1959. from Puerto 
Rico in 1976 and they may 
be eliminated soon from the 
southwestern U.S. 

“There were only two 
cases of screwworms found 
in the U.S. this past year," 
said Jame9 E. Novy, 
director of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of of Agriculture's 
Screwworm Laboratory at 
Mission, Texas. 

"This compares with 86 
cases in 1979, 7230 in 1978 
and over 95,000 in 1972, the 
year with the highest 
number of reported cases, 1 ’ 
he said. “The two 1980 
cases occurred in Texas in 
April and August. Both 
were 260 to 300 miles from 
the nearest known wild 
scrowworm populations in 
Mexico.” 

Novy is a veterinarian 
with USDA's Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection 
Service. 

Screwworm flies are 
native to the American 
tropics. In Mexico and until 
last year in the U.S. they 
migrate northward with 
warm weather in spring and 
summer. 

‘ ‘Larvae of this fly feed on 
live flesh in wounds of 
warmblooded animals,” 
Novy said. "Odors pro¬ 
duced by feeding larvae 
attract more flies, which lay 
additional eggs. Repeated 
infestations, If left untreat¬ 
ed, have killed cattle within 
ten days,” 

In 1972, the U.S. and 
Mexico agreed to jointly 
eradicate the pest from all 
parts of the continent north 
of Mexico’s narrowest 
point, the 126-mile-wide 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec, he 
said. 

11 Most of northern Mexi¬ 
co is now free of screw- 
worms,'' Novy said. “How¬ 


ever, there is continued 
reporting of a Inrge number 
of cases about 260 miles 
south of the lower Rio 
Grande Valley. 


“Fly traps nro main¬ 
tained along the Rio Grande 
to any wild flies that 
approach the border, but 
primary reliance for detect¬ 
ing screwworms lies with 
sample submission of all 
screwworm lorvao found In 
wounds in warm-blooded 
animals by ranchers, veter¬ 
inarians and pet owners for 
laboratory identification,' ’ 
Novy said. 


He said the basic tools for 
eradicating screwwovmB are 
production and aerial re¬ 
lease of millions ,of sterile 
mole flies.

• That’s good news be¬ 
cause alfatoxin is consid¬ 
ered a potent toxin and 
natural carcinogen. 

Burying alfatoxins has 
been a concern to those who. 
wondered what happened 
when fanners plowed under 
grains which • were conta¬ 
minated by the fungus that 
produces the deadly alfatox- 


$>■. '..*?■ These grains can be con- 


transformation occurred 
because of metabolism by 
some soil organisms.” 

Next, scientists put lower 
levels of the alfatoxin in'the 
soil (two to five parts per 
billion) and labeled the 
alfatoxin with a radioactive 
carbon which allowed them 
to trace the alfatoxin in the 
soil. It also allowed them to 
measure the carbon dioxide 
that comes off as the 
alfatoxin decomposes. 

“In 112 days, 14% of the 
original alfatoxin molecule 
was degraded to carbon 


dioxide," the scientists told 
their colleagues. 

' ‘That simply means alfa¬ 
toxin Is biodegradable, and 
that burying it in the soil 
results in a chemical 
transformation followed by 
microbial breakdown into 
products possessing much 
lower toxicity." .

EEC delays hormone ban action 


The European Economic 
Community Council will 
delay taking action on its 
proposed ban on imported 
meat products derived from 
animals that have received 
hormones until Feb. 15, 
1B81, according to James H. 
Lennon, European director, 
U.S. Meat Export Federa¬ 
tion. 

"The Council briefly 
discussed the hormone 
issue at its December 9th 
meeting in Brussels," Len¬ 
non said, "but no decision 
was made." 

"The Council appears to 
be favoring the develop¬ 
ment of a list naming 
acceptable hormones, 


which it would call a 
'positive list'," Lennon 
said. 

"Some member states 
want the positive list to 
name only those hormones 
used for therapeutic pur¬ 
poses fie. to increase the 
efficiency of breeding stock ’ 
but not affecting the 
efficiency of livestock feed¬ 
ing or growthj." 

"The U.K. and Denmark, 
however, would like to see 
some growth hormones in¬ 
cluded on the list." 

Other issues that Lennon 
said were left unresolved 
include deciding who will be 
responsible for enforcing 
and financing the ultimate

cise the government-to- 
governraent grain sale 
provision in the Mexican 
agreement. The private 
trade presently sells grain 
to Mexico.

Neither the Commodity 
Credit Corp. nor the govern¬ 
ment should be in. the 
business of Belling or 
owning grain, Block said.

Scanl notice is taken 
these days when rural 
people got such modern 
gadgets as electric lights 
and telephones, once 
thought to be reserved for 
the well-to-do living in 
metropolitan centers. 

"That's natural," said 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Bob Bergland. "Rural peo¬ 
ple have been acquiring 
these conveniences so often 
for so long we taken them 
for granted. And we pay 
even less attention to the 
side affects of these 
achievements . . . such as 
creation of jobs. 

Bergland was comment¬ 


ing on a new survey of 119*1 
electric and telephone sys¬ 
tems financed with loans 
from the USDA's Rural 
Electrification Administra¬ 
tion. 

In one year's time—1979 
—electric and telephone 
systems financed by the 
USDA loans created 47,000 
new jobs in rural America, 
according to the survey. 
This figure, said Bergland, 
does not include jobs in 
construction and for addi¬ 
tions to existing electric and 
telephone facilities. 

Bergland said the new 
jobs—28,600 of them direct 
and 18,600 indirect—result¬ 


ed front 1636 commercial, 
industrial and community 
facilities launched with 
USDA help. 

"Besides the direct es¬ 
tablishment of jobs, the 
total impact of the electric 
and telephone lines on rural 
economies is obvious but 
hard to measure," said 
Bergland. 

"In the past three 
years," for example, "we 
know that the projects 
estabished 86,000 direct 
jobs and that' n large 
number of indirect jobs 
surely resulted from the 
economic growth spurred 


by the nvailohility of 
electricity and telephones in 
rural areas.” 

For all this progress, 
Bergland had high praise 
for the local people who set 
up and operate the electric 
and telephone systems. 

"Rural electric and tele¬ 
phone directors and leaders 
and their management 
teams often make the cJiffi- 
cult-to-define leadership 
'difference* between one 
community beginning a 
project and abandoning it . 
. . .while another persists 
and goes on to see 
improvements succeed.”

Use of computer trading 
might increase the efficien¬ 
cy of grain marketing, 
Purdue University agricul¬ 
ture economist, William 
Uhrig, said,-according to 
CNS.
